SECTION 5. All laws, so far as they conflict with Repealed.  
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 
From and after the first Monday in January, 1884, 
the general terms of the circuit court for the 
tenth judicial circuit, shall be held as follows: In 
the county of Outagamie on the third Monday in 
April and the second Monday in October. In the Vert, when

In 
the county of Outagamie a special term for the 
whole circuit shall he held on the first Tuesday 
in February, at which, any and all business may 
be done, arising or pending in any county of said 
circuit, which might be done at a general term for 
the county in which such business arises, or is 
pending, not requiring the intervention of a jury. 
Every general term in the counties of Outagamie 
and Langlade shall be a special term for the whole 
judicial circuit. 

SECTION 6. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 2. The said E. R Urquhart, Joseph 
Brucher, Peter Doyle and W. Van Noslitz, their 
successors and assigns, shall build a suitable slide 
and gates in said dam for the purpose of sluicing 
logs through and over said dam, and shall keep 
the same in good repair and operate the same for 
the purpose of facilitating the driving of logs 
down and out of said Little Black river, and shall, 
whenever necessary, keep an open space through 
the pond which shall be created by said dam, suit-
ably located, and of sufficient width to permit, 
without unreasonable delay, the passage of logs 
through the said opening, at all times when there 
is sufficient water in said Little Black river for 
driving purposes; and shall furnish water from 
said pond to assist in driving to the mouth of 
said river; whenever called upon to do so, and 
there is water in said pond that can be so used ad-
vantageously. 

SECTION 3. When said dam shall have been 
constructed as before provided, so as to render the 
floating of logs down and out of said river from 
above said darn reasonably certain, the said E. S. 
Urquhart, Peter Doyle, Joseph Brucher and W. 
Van Noslitz, in consideration of the building and 
operating of the said dam, shall be entitled to 
charge, sue for and collect tolls on all logs and 
timber now in or hereafter put into said Little 
Black river or its tributaries above said dam, and 
driven down and out of said river by the aid of 
said dam, the sum of twenty-five (25) cents per 
thousand feet feet, board measure. 

SECTION 4. The tolls authorized by the provis-
ions of this act shall be a lien on all logs driven 
through and over said dam, for the amount thereof, 
at the rate aforesaid, and such lien shall be en-
forced in the same manner as liens fo ,.. labor on 
logs under the general statutes. The legislature 
reserves the right to alter, amend or repeal this 
act at any future session thereof. 

SECTION 5. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.
